The earthquake has worked aston- 


ishing havoc in San Francisco's fa- 
mous Chinatown. *The Chinese the- 
aters and Joss houses are in ruins, 
and rookery after rookery has' col- 
lapsed, covering alive hundreds of the 
Celestials. Panic reigns among the 
countless thousands of the Chinese, 
and they fill the streets, dragging 
whatever they could save from the 
wreck. The Japanese quarter has been 
burned out. 
- Practically the whole district south 
of Market street fioin the water front 
to the Mission has been swept clean 
by the flames. 


The greatest destruction occurred in 


that part of the city which was re- 
claimed from San Francisco bay. Much 
of the devastated1 district was at one 
time low, marshy ground, entirely 
covered by water at high tide. As the 
city grew it became necessary to fill 
in many notes of this low, ground in 
order to reach deep water. The Mer- 
chants' -Exchange building, a 14-story 
steel struct me. was situated on the 
edge of this reclaimed ground. It had 
just been completed and the legisla- 
tive offices of the Southern Pacific 
company occupied the greater part of 
the building.

TbrivMf California Towns Wrecked 


by the Earthquake. 


MANY KILLED OR INJURED 


8an Jottt, Santa Rosa, Oakland and 


Other Placet Suffer Severely—State 
Insane Asylum Collapses and Many 
Patients Are Killed, While Others 
Escape—Property Loss Incalculable. 


Oakland. Cal.. April 19.—Late intel- 


ligence from the districts outside of 
San Francisco 
indicate widespread 


damage. San Jose, 50 miles south, lost 
many buildings, and from 15 to 20 peo- 
ple were killed. 
The annex of the 


Vendome hotel collapsed and fires 
broke out. 
Stanford university and 


Palo Alto suffered. At Stanford many 
of the handsome buildings were demol- 
ished and two people were killed. One 
of them was Junius R. Hanna of Brad- 
ford, Pa., and the other was Otto 
Gurts, a fireman. Six other students 
are lying in the Palo Alto hospital 
with bruises, cuts and Internal in- 
juries. 


At Salinas, Cal., two terrible earth- 


quake shocks occurred, several million 
dollars' 
worth 
of 
property being 


wracked. 


One hundred and twenty bodies have 


been taken out of Agnew insane asy- 
lum, 
near Santa Clara, and there are 


probably 150 more corpses in 
the 


ruins. The magnificent structure was 
demolished. Eight dead Italians were 
taken out of the Italian hotel at San 
Jose. 
At that place the Presbyterian 


church. St. Patrick's cathedral and the 
High school were destroyed. The new 
Hall of Justice at San Jos«, which was 
completed at a cost of $300.000, was 
demolished. All but two of the univer- 
sity buildings at Stanford are in ruins. 
At Lorn a Prieta, IS miles from Santa 
Cruz, a mine house slipped down the 
side of a mountain, burying 10 men in 
the ruins.

At the back of tbe monument, ex- 


tending in u large semicircle, is a stone 
scut, with beautiful carved figures at 
either end. The memorial was erected 
by friends of Arbor day throughout 
the nation. At tbe time of the unveil- 
ing many distinguished people were 
present from all parts of the land, and 
R letter was read from Grover, Cleve- 
land, in whose cabinet Mr. Morton 
served for four years as secretary of 
agriculture. 


The statue could not have been plac- 


ed iu a more appropriate spot, for Mor- 
ton park was a gift of J. Sterling Mor- 
ton to Nebraska City, and many of the 
trees were planted by bis own hand. 
When he went to the state in an early 
Say. Nebraska was practically a great 
treeless waste. He was prominent in 
the young commonwealth, having been 
secretary of the territory for several 
years and for a time acting governor.' 
Therefore his word carried weight 
when he moved in a meeting of the 
state board of agriculture to set aside 
April 10 of each year as a day to plant 
trees. Afterward the day was made 
April I'l, which was his own birthday. 


he first went to his.new home there 
was only a little cabin, but this soon 
was surrounded by a young grove. 
Twice tbe home was rebuilt, each time 
on a larger scale, uutil a comfortable 
mansion housed him during the declin- 
ing years of his life. This he named 
Arbor Lodge. 
It stands a short dis- 


tance outside of Nebraska City in the 
midst of au oasis of stately trees. 


On the tomb of tbe builder of West- 


minster abbey is the inscription, "If
